FROM ABBEY’S 
RUINS. 
BISHOP OF RIPON’S 
PLEA. 


MONKS’ “ENGLISH” 
IDEAL. 


PLEA for a spiritual revival, which 
A would be allied with a revival of 
national feeling, was made by the 
Bishop of Ripon (Dr. Burroughs) in his 
address at the special Service yesterday com- 
memorating the h anniversary of the 
founding of Fountains Abbey, Yorkshire. 
The Service was held in the Abbey grounds 
at Studley, near Ripon, and was attended by 
the Duke and Duchess of York, i 
Looking back to the first rude beginnings 
of that world-famous house of God, which 
evén in ruins, he said, was the greatest monu- 
ment of medieval monasticism in England, 
they were commemorating not primarily -&a 
great architectural achievement, nor yet 
monasticism as such, nor again the work ol 
the Cistercian Order, which in the eleventh 
century began its. noble endeavour to make 
monasticism what it was originally intended 


to be. 
THE REAL HEROES. 

“*The real heroes of the celebration were 
tiot the great Abbots who made Fountains 
Magnificent and wéalthy, and in so doing 
sowed the seeds of its decay and fall; they 
were the twelve brave monks of St. Mary's 
Abbey at York, who in 1132 left the comfort 
and dignity of a life which to their awakened 
consciences had come to seem religious only 
in name so that in complete poverty and 
seclusion they might, as they thought, live 
more fully to the glory of God. 

“They were not ali English, but when the 
ideal first sprang up within them there was 
something very English in the way they 
Sdught first to embody it independently then 
and there. 

** And so the Church of England has every 
right to commemorate and be proud of such 
sons, men in the same tradition and moved 
by the same ideal as the early Reformers. 
and, for that matter, as the early Puritans, 
too, even though the Reformation involved 
the overthrow of monasticism and the later 
Puritans almost broke up the English Church. 

‘‘ For in all these movements, so different in 
6ther respects, there was the same desire for 
austere simplicity of -worship and Christ-like 
purity of life.” 

APOSTOLIC LIVES. 


It was not to the Fountains as it became 
in later days that they turned in pride, but to 


the Fountains of the poor huts, the wooden . 


chapel, the miserable pittance, and the truly 
Apostolic lives of the men setting steadfast. 
faces to the great ideal. 

‘With this then,” continued the Bishop, 
“as the keynote of our celebration, we-can 
welcome into partnership all who share the 
Same ideal, and are willing to take their 
stand beside us; all who in the Cistercian 
phrase want to be “ poor soldiers of a Christ 
who Himself was poor. 

“The Church of England, as the national 
Church, was bound to take the lead in such a 
commemoration, but equally was she bound, I 
think, to recognise that among those ip- 
terested are men who trom a variety of reasons 
no longer form one visible fellowship with'us, 
for it is by recalling not historical differences 
and the tragedies to which a _ divided 
Christendom has led, but the Christian idea! 
in its simplest, most universal, form, that we, 
and all who are now divided. from us, can 
best prepare for that new outpouring of our 
Master’s spirit, which alone will heal all 
breaches in His body, the Church. 


PALL OVER THE FUTURE. | 

“ Our generation has lost faith and inspira- 
tion, and so it has neither power nor joy. 
The very will to good is paralysed, and over 
the future hangs a pall of fear. All the great 
ages have been ages of belief. 

“ io the England of the 12th century, the 
century of the great Abbey builders, a new 
inspiration and unity and sense of freedom 
came on the wings of a widespread spiritual 
revival, a revival ali the more productive of 
genuine and lasting enthusiasm, because it 
was allied with a revival of national feeling, 
and so it needs to be; so, please God, it shall 
be in the England of the 20th century, too.” 


5.000 AT THE SERVICE. 

The Duke and Duchess of York. who are 
staying at Studley Royal as the guests of 
Commander and Lady Doris Vyner, in whose 
grounds the Abbey ruins stand, attended the 
Service incompany with their host and hostess, 
and there was a congregation of over 5400 
people, mostly motorists from Yorkshire 
towns. 

They Duchess wore a coat and frock of 
duck-e shell blue crepe-de-chine, with a 
loosely Worn dove grey fox fur and a string 
of pearls. Her hat was of the same shade as 
the frock, with a pink tlower at the side.

It is 
announced that the number of units of elec- 
tricity generated in Great Britain last month 
totalled 806 millions, as compared with 785 


millions in July, 1931, whereas in some other 


countries where electricity is extensively 
used there has been a decline in output. A 
broker’s list just issued shows 1,000 £1 shares 
on offer of Yorkshire Electric Power Company 
at. 37s. Gd. per share. This ony paid

obtainable from Scottish Power £1 Shares. 
This company also paid 8 per cent. per annum 
for 1929, 1930 and 1931.

Another company with a good dividend record 
is Bournemouth and Poole, which has paid

£4 7s. per cent. For those who want a well. 
secured Preference issue there is Edmundsons’

QUALCAST NEW CAPITAL. 


Quaicast, Limited, which manufactures lawn

Although the markets are rather quiet at 
the moment on account of the holiday season 
there is a more hopeful feeling about, and 
rices for many commodities are firming up.

sunny morning recently a friend of mine 
was surprised to see protruding from a 
hole in a wall what was obviously the 
head of a snake. Being possessed with a 
scientific curiosity, he immediately went 
to the nearest porter’s lodge, and, borrow- 
ing a fire-tongs, returned to investigate.

A recent paragraph in the Diary. on the 
scarcity of the jaunting car in Belfast 
reminds me of another vehicle which, once 
so popular, is now almost extinct—the 
wagonetite. This conveyance was in con- 
stant demand many years ago during the 
summer months in Dublin, when parties 
of tourists availed themselves of the slow, 
but sure, method of seeing the surround- 
ing beauty spots of our city.

HATEVER we may have to say about 
the quality of the average film, we 
must admit that its actual construc- 

tion is a marvel of ingenuity, and to watch a 
big picture in course of production at the 
studio must be a very interesting sight. 

Seeing the film in its finished state, we can 
tell nothing of the pains which have gone to 
its manufacture. To begin with, we are apt 
to assume that the who'e thing has been 
photographed and recorded en bloc, much as 
the news-films are. In reality the picture is 
a thing of shreds and patches; parts of it are 
taken ir one place and parts in another; 
mocels may have been used (though we can- 
not detect it) and extra sound effects added. 
The number of trick-shots and the amount of 
faking that are involved in an ordinary film 
should be seen to be believed, and unfortv- 
nately very few of us have been privileged to 
see them. 

If one considers, for example, a scene where 
the action is Jaid in a moving train, one 
might imagine that nothing beyond straight- 
forward photography was needed to get the 
effect. In reality, however, its Ranh. vette 
seems to be a very complex affsir, and the 
new Gaumont-British picture, ‘‘ Rome 
Express,” is claimed to be one of the most 
ingenious films ever made in Englard. 

To begin with, the “‘train”’ on which most 
of the action takes place never left the studio 
at all. The locomotive, the dining and sleep- 


were assembled on the spot under the direc- 
tion of railway experts, and never moved 
from it. The illusion of speed was created 
by a photographer who journeved on the 
actual Rome express and filmed the country-- 
side from the windows. His “ shots’’ were 
afterwards projected on ground glass screens 
in the studio, so that when the action was 
filmed the moving countryside appeared as a 
background. 

Producing the same effect for night scenes 
called for even more ingenuity. A panoramic 
model, about, forty feet long, was built, which 
contained tiny stations, farms, telegraph 
poles, fields, trees and all other necessary 
details. The whole was painted dark grey.

BULLION FROM THE 
SEA. 


Duovlin on Friday last. In spite of the holli- 
day season, there was a good attendance.

The Secretary (Mr. A. M. Fullerton, 
O.b.b.) reported that in connection with the 
effort tor the more adequate furnisinng of 
country menses fourteen were now being 
dealt with.

The unanimous opinion of dental practt- 
tioners in Great Britain is that the competi- 
tion, apart from its disgusting brutality, will 
serve no useful purpose and furnish no useful 
data or information whatever. Most of them 
suggest that, if the experiments were carried 
out upon members of the Council of the Inter- 
national Federation, these gentlemen would 
be far better able to give a detailed account 
of their impressions and experience than. will 
be the case with the dogs.

Germany’s Armies. 

“ Tí the Hitlerites want to force me to 
such an extremity, I shall not hesitate to 
fire on them.” In these words President 
von Hindenburg expressed his determina- 
tion that any attempt at a coup d'éfaf by 
the Nazis in their disappointment at the 
refusal of the Chancellorship to Hert 
Hitler would be met by the full force of 
the Reichswehr and police. The occasion 
of the President’s remark was an inter- 
view late on last Friday night with 
General von Schleicher, the Minister for 
Defence, who, as it appears, confided 
certain doubts to him concerning the atti- 
tude which the Reichswehr might adopt in 
the event of an order to fight the Nazis. 
This suggestion seems to have aroused the 
Field Marshal in the President. “We 
have come to a sorry pass,’’ he exclaimed 
to General von Schleicher, “ if you cannot 
guarantee the trustworthiness of the army 
against the National Socialists, should 
such a course prove unavoidable.’’ That

Aerial communication 
between Dublin and Belfast offers the only 
possibility of a service which could be 
maintained without loss, but it is doubtful 
whether, even at the busiest times of the 
year, the number of travellers between the 
two capitals is sufficiently large to justify 
such a venture. The ‘transport of pas- 
sengers by air in Ireland, for some time to 
come, must be confined to communication 
with England. A regular service between 
Dublin and London is perfectly practic- 
able, and without doubt will be an accom- 
plished fact within a few years’ time ; but 
the most satisfactory beginning probably 
would be an aerial route to link together 
Dublin, Belfast, Manchester and London. 
The development of transport by air has 
been hampered in the past by two factors. 
Until recently it was unduly expensive, 
and it was considered to be unsafe. Both 
of these disadvantages have been overcome. 
On the Continent air travel to-day is hardly 
more costly than second-class travel by 
rail, and the saving in time which it offers 
more than compensates for an, additional 
expenditure. In the second place, the 
citizens of every important country in 
Europe now use the air without a thought 
of danger. They entrust themselves to the 
aeroplanes of reputable companies with 
the nonchalance of an Irish passenger who 
takes his seat in the Pullman car for Cork. 
If this country still has Sr to go before 
such ‘‘ air-mindedness ” comes to be a 
part of the national consciousness, the 
reason must be sought for in her geo- 
graphical position on the edge of the 
European continent. In time—and, 
perhaps, sogner than most Irishmen 
suspect—the country’s situation will put 
her in the forefront of aerial development.

‘LONDON LETTER. 


MR. HOOVER AND THE 
“NEXT CONFERENCE.

Mr. Hoover’s address on acceptance of 
his nomination as Republican candidate 
for the Presidency gives no cause for 
discouragement concerning the possibilities 
of the World Economic Conference which 
will be held in the autumn. It is true 
that at present the question of War debts 
is excluded from the scope of the Con- 
ference, and that President Hoover 
opposed the cancellation of War debts 
due to the United States, but he added 
the significant qualification: ' Unless the 
United States recelves some compensation 
by way of trade or disarmament.” 
Rightly or wrongly, the prevailing cpinion 
in America is that European countrics 
are spending on armaments money which 
ought to be available for international 
trade. In an address such as he was 
called npon to deliver, Mr, Hoover had 
to recognise that feeling; but the manner 
in which he referred to the question of 
War debts opens up distinct possibilities 
in the way of a helpful readjustment to 
international commerce and to the internal 
finances of the countries affected. 


Russian Trade with America. 


Little credence is given here to reports 
from New York and Moscow concerning 
plans for an extension of Soviet trade 
with the United States by means of the 
issue of Russian bonds, to bear interest 
at ten per cent. and to mature in ten 
years. Manufacturers in America, as wel! 
as those in other countries, have had an 
eye on an extension of trade with Russia; 
but the difficulty in the way of that de- 
velopment lies in the unsatisfactory 
manner in which the Soviet Government 
proposes to pay for goods supplied. Ten 
per cent. ten-year bonds would be an 
attractive arrangement with some 
countries. but it remains to be seen 
whether business men in the United States 
will be impressed. 


A Legal Vacancy. 


There is keen competition among 
members of the Bar for the vacant Metro- 
politan Police Magistracy. A good many 
well-known ‘‘silks’” would gladly accept 
the position, as legal work during the 
last few years has not been too lucrative. 
In fact, the continued slump in business 
has brought very lean times to large 
numbers of the profession.. A few still 
make huge incomes, but the great majority, 
both seniors and juniors, have to content 
themselves with rather modest earnings. 
H is not surprising, therefore, that there 
i$ an unusual rush for the position, which 
is worth about £1,500 a year. 


By Air to Australia. 


Arrangements for an air service between 
this country and Australia have developed 
slowly since they were proposed some years 
ago, and negotiations were suspended 
during the period of financial stringency 
through which the Commonwealth recently 
has passed. Discussions have now been 
resumed and are proceeding in an en- 
coufaging manner. The Imperial Airways 
Company has notified its willingness to 
extend the present service to India as far 
as Singapore, if the Commonwealth 
Government will operate the new service 
from this point. Details of the proposal 
have been submitted to an Australian com- 
mittee which is considering the financial 
aspect of the scheme.

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In addition to the Chancellorship he 
claimed that the posts of Prussian Premier 
and the Ministry for the Interior should

—his own. Accordingly, this interview 
lasted only fifteen minutes, and Herr 
Hitler retired unsatisfied. 

It is probable that, if he had been 
satisfied with less, Herr Hitler would 
have secured valtable posts for himself 
and his colleagues. President von Hinden- 
burg and Herr von Papen are understood 
to have been ready to concede the Premier- 
ship of Prussia and the portfolio for the 
Interior on condition that the Nazi 
nominees were prepared to act in a non- 
party Government, The Nazis, however, 
imbued with the “no surrender” sense 
which admits of no negotiation, invited 
the rebuff which their leader received, 
and few competent ubservérs will quarrel 
with the President in his resolve not to 
entrust the Fatherland to Nazi experi- 
ments. Indeed, almost for the first time 
since the birth of the National Socialist 
movement, a feeling suddenly has arisen 
in Germany that Hitlerism may have 
passed its zenith. Yet, pari passu with 
this theory, a fear exists lest the Nazis 
may seek in a coup d’état what they have 
failed to achieve constitutionally. On tlie 
whole, the chances are agains: the launch- 
ing of such a putsch, unless, of course, 
some pressure from outside further em- 
bitters feeling in the Fatherland. At this 
point a review of the internal position in 
Germany is desirable; for General von 
Schleicher’s concern was not altogether 
without foundation. No country can be 
safe from outbreaks which possesses un- 
official armies, and there are at least 
three such organisations of importance in 
Germany to-day. . 

These ‘armies’? are Herr Hitler’s 


Brown-chirts, half a million strong, of 


whom twenty thousand are massed in and 
about Berlin; the Reichsbanner, bourgeois 
in concept, if Republican in name, and 
the Communists. All three are hostile 
to one another, and the brawls between

The Unemployment Bogey. 


The bogey of unemployment is not 
particular where it strikes. Most of its 
victims, to be sure, are found among the 
classes of manual workers, but people are 
inclined to forget that the classes 
which are described variously as “ white- 
collared,’’ or “ black-coated,’’ have had 
to bear their full share of suffering. In 
some respects the plight of these people is 
harder than the plight of the manual 
worker who has lost his employment. 
Their standard of living has been higher ; 
by birth and environment they are less 
hardened to poverty, and the blow, when 
it comes, strikes them with double force. 
During the War a Professional Classes Aid 
Council was formed in England for the 
relief of distress among these people, and 
its latest report makes interesting, if 
melancholy, reading. The report declares 
that the number of applications received 
daily proves how vitally necessary some 
such association remains. The profes- 
sional classes, as we must remember, can- 
not obtain unemployment relief, like the 
manual worker, and in general they are 
not entitled to any kind of a pension if 
their employment comes to either a 
sudden or a normal end. During last year 
the association received 1,225 applications 
for relief—an increase of 130 over the pre- 
ceding year. Financial help was given to 
299 families, and the remainder were in- 
structed about the best places in which 
to apply for assistance. Most illuminat- 
ing, however, is an analysis of the oecupa- 
tions represented by the unfortunate 
petitioners.

The Silent Rifle. 


Experiments with an Italian invention 
to deaden the sounds of gun-fire are said 
to have given the military authorities of 
that country great satisfaction. The 
British War Office is trying out a device 
for silencing Service rifles, and it is re- 
ported to be giving good results. Probably, 
the intention is to apply it to the new 
Service rifle which has been approved and 
which will be issued when the country can 
afford. the manufacture of the improved 
weapon. The idea is not a new cne, as a 
silencing contraption was produced by a 

rivate inventor some time before the War. 

Ithough it fulfilled its special purpose, 
it was discarded, because it interfered with 
the proper sighting of the rifle. 


A Mercantile Museum. 


The Royal Hospital School soon will 
move into its new quarters in Suffolk. The 
transfer of the thousand boys from Green- 
wich to Holbrook will make way for the 
permanent. housing of the National Mari- 
time Museum in the historic “ Queen's 
House.” Thus will come into being the 
first national institution largely devoted 
to the British Mercantile Marine. Fxhibi- 
tions connected with the Merchant Service 
have been held, of course, in some ports, but 
they are usually only of local interest. 
The King and. Queen have both 
promised a number of suitable relics to 
the trustees of the Museum, and it is in- 
teresting to note that efforts are beinz 
made to acquire the collection of sketches 
im pen; pencil, wash and water colour by 
the famous marine artist, Mr. W. L. 
‘Wyllie. These comprise some 2,582 studies 
faithfully illustrating the sea life of the 
nation during the last sixty years. 


The Fourteen Carat Standard. 
The Gold Wares “ Standard of Fine- 


ness ” Order, which comes into operation 
to-morrow, legalises fourteen carat as a 
standard for gold articles, and will abolish 
the twelve and fifteen carat standards in 
use. Gold of fourteen carat has been 
standardised in the United States and on 
the Continent for a long time, but in this 
country it has not been a recognised grade. 
International trade in gold ware will be 
facilitated by the adoption of a universal

NO LIKELIHOOD OF OPEN 
REVOLT. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 


HE dramatic struggle which has been 
going on for :nonths in Germany 
between Field-Marshal Hindenburg, aged 
85, and Adolf Hitler, ex-corporal, aged 
45, appears to have ended in a victory for 
the veteran warrior over his young oppo- 
nent. Twice already the latter’s ambition 
to rule Germany has been checked by the 
aged warrior. and now for the third time 
he has found his way to power blocked py 
the rock-like figure of the President, 
whose sense of duty to the Government 
will not allow him to see it subjected to 
the risk of experiment by the Nazi 
régime. This is, in effect, what Hinden- 
burg’s refusal to hand over the reins to 
Hitler means, and, whilst a sigh of relief 
went up yesterday by millions of Germans, 
several millions of Hitler's devoted fol- 
lowers are disappointed with the man who 
a few years ago was regarded by them as 
the greatest of all Germans. 

In the opinion of many, Herr Hitler, 
by demanding too much, yesterday threw 
away his last chance of obtaining power 
without bloodshed, and it is considered 
certain that he will recoil from this. 


“EMPTY BUBBLE.” 


Having thus failed to obtain his objec- 
tive by constitutional means, it is felt 
that the Nazi leader and his movement 
have suffered a setback from which they 
may never quite recover. Deeply: disap- 
pointed though the Nazis are, there 1s 
oing to be no open revclt against the 
Preatdent’s authority. They know too 
well that any such attempt would he 
crushed at once by the Army, which stands 
loyal to the veteran Field-Marshal to a 
man. 

The next few weeks will show whether 
Germany is at last to have a period cf 
calm and order under the rule of Presi- 
dent Hindenburg, Herr von Papen and 
General von Schleicher. Most of the 
indications are in this direction, and many 
believe that Hitlerism will prove to be 
the “ empty bubble” it has always been 
considered in certain quarters. 

. The official report of the Hindenburg- 
Hitler interview indicates that, although 
it was brief, it was not lacking in drama. 

The President opened the talk by asking 
Herr Hitler if he was ready, together with 
other suitable members of the Nazi Party, 
to join in the Government under the 
leadership of Herr von Papen. Herr 
Hitler said he was not; and demanded 
that the President should hand over to 
him the leadership of the Government and 
the entire State authority. President 
Hindenburg rejected this demand very 
decidedly on the grounds that he was un- 
able to reconcile it with his conscience and 
his duty to the Fatherland to hand over 
the entire Government authority to the 
Nazi movement, which desired to make use 
of such authority in an unimpartial 
manner. 


PRESIDENT’S APPEAL. 


The President expressed his regret that 
Herr Hitler did not see his way, despite 
his statement before .the election, to 
support a National Government which had 
the confidence of the President. The con- 
versation closed with Herr von Hinden- 
burg making an earnest appeal to Herr 
Hitler to see that the opposition of ‘the 
Nazi Party was conducted in a chivalrous 
manner, and to remember his responsi- 
bility to the Fatherland and to the 
German people. 

Herr Hitler left Berlin last night for an 
unknown destination, after issuing a state- 
ment concerning the breakdown of the 
negotiation, because, it stated, President 
von Hindeuburg refused to entrust the 
Nazis with cama contro] of the Govern- 
ment, 

The Nazi statement further says that the 
oficial version of the interview between 
Herr Hitler and President von Hinden- 
burg is not entirely correct. 

‘The Nazi leaders will meet next week to 
decide on future action.

HE Ulster Motor Week, of which the 
Royal Automobile Club’s race for the 
International Tourist Trophy on Saturday 
next will be the principal feature, com- 
menced on Saturday last, with the annual 
hill-climb of the Ulster Automobile Club 
at Graigantlet.

BRITAIN’S PART IN 
GREEK HISTORY.

ATHENS, Sunday: 


B Bape words of Kipling’s “ Recessional ”’ 
sung by full-throated naval voices 
sounded across the glinting water to the 
massed warships of the Mediterranean 
Fleet whén the Prince of Wales attended 
Divine _ Service on board the Queen 
Elizabeth this morning. Round the flag- 
ship clustered the battleships such as the 
Revenge and the Royal Oak. 

The Prince, who was already bronzed 
by his brief contact with the southern 
sun, joined in the singing, and read the 
Lesson. Prince George attended Divine 
Service in the Sandhurst. The Princes 
had previously shaken hands with all 
officers abroad and inspected the ship. 
They then received on an official visit the 
Greek Minister of Marine and the Prefect 
of Corfú. Peasants in their picturesque 
native costumes jostled the townsmen in 
the packed streets and water-front of 
Corfu when the Princes landed there this 
afternoon to return the visit of the Greek 
officials. British flags flew everywhere, 
great numbers of Union Jacks which 
were brought from the mainland having 
been eagerly bought by Greeks anxious to 
display of traditional Anglo-Greek 
friendship. 


THE EVZONES., 


Shouts of “There he is” greeted the 
appearance of the Royal barge as it sailed 
majestically down the lines of destroyers 
with four escorting launches.

It recalls the treaty 
called the Protocol of London, which 
secured the independence of Greece. the 
long procession of English Philhellenes, 
from Byron down to our own times and the 
services rendered by Gladstone in regard 
to the union of the Ionian Island with 
Greece. 

“ In Corfu especially, which preserves 
many traces of the English Protectorate,’’ 
declares the newspaper, “ the figure of 
England will appear to the English Princes 
still loftier, perhaps, than it does in the 
possession of the Empire, because along- 
side the naval power exemplified by its 
fleet they will feel the grandeur of moral 
power shown by respect for right.’’ 


MALTA VISIT. 


The stay of the Princes at Malta, where 
they arrive on Thursday, will be quiet and 
informal in accordance, it is understood, 
with the wishes of the Prince of Wales 
himself.

NEW ERA IN WIRELESS 
COMMUNICATION.

Revolutionary developments in wireless 
and telegraph communications are fore- 
shadowed by the results of Senator 
Marconi’s series of experiments in the use 
of ultra short waves combined with port- 
able reflectors. 

The results of these experiments are 
most important, because they prove that 
it is possible, by the use of ultra short 
waves, to send messages over a greater 
distance than was theoretically believed 
possible, The new discovery has also con- 
siderable commercial advantages, notably 
non-interference and economy, since the 

wer used is less than that needed for the 
headlights of a motor car. The compact 
nature of the apparatus may have a far- 
reaching effect on the future of wireless 
communications. 

From his yacht, Electra, in which he 
carried out the majority of his wireless 
experiments, Senator Marconi was able, 
by the use of low power on ultra short 
fifty-seven centimetre waves, to talk by 
wireless telephone and wireless telegraph 
from Cape Figari, in Sardinia, to Rocca di 
Papa, which is 2,490 feet above sea level
